Continuous Dialogue 


Over the last few years, there has been a 
continuous dialogue about the crisis in 
education. Philip H. Coombs, in his ‘The 
World Educational Crisis’, raises the problem 
of escalating costs as the major element in 
the crisis; and Everett Reimer also warns 
that ,no country in the world can afford 
the kind of education it wants in the 
form of schools’. There is also the 
Crisis of confidence in the school system. 
In “Education for Self-Reliance’, Julius 
Nysrere has analysed the educational crisis 
in Tanzania as follows. The schools did not 
relate to Society; they dealt in arcane know- 
ledge rather than in the transmission of 
Practical skills; their urban, consumerist and 
anti-manual_ work values made them appear 
&S pass-port centres for the fortunate few 
who escaped from rural to urban areas; 
their escapist orientation caused rural 


Poverty and they did not serve the purposes 
of Tanzania‘, 


Gandhi‘s_ Basic Education system was 
both a curative as well as a preventive 
measure for similar drawbacks in the Indian 
educational scene in the thirties. In 
Gandhi's own words ;_ “The higher he (the 
Student) goes, the farther he is removed 
from his home. So that at the end of his 


education he becomes estreanged from his 
surroundings’. 


W. Senteza Kajubi, in his stimulating 
Paper ‘Is the School an Obsolete Institution 
Says that the most serious limitation of the 


school in developing countries is that it 
can reach only a small proportion of the 
school population and that the result is 
often a small Powerful elite on the one hand, 
and an uneducated importent majority 
onthe other. Ronald Dore, while quoting 
a document of the Shri Lanka Ministry 


of Education, indicates the same kind of 


problems; «It is widely felt that the ge

Ponsive to any innovative Programme. 
When scientific technology and information 
make very quick Progress, if ihe financial 
institutions do not adapt themselves to the 
changing Circumstances and do not take 
On the load thrown on them due to the 
demand for modernsiation, the entire pro- 
gramme is likely to be sabotaged. The 
financial institutions are not only to become 
Monitor of resources, they should become 
innovator and Promoter of new activities. 


(5) The most important deficiency _ in 
the credit organisation is that loans do not 
flow to the weaker section of the society 
in spite of a number of liberalisations and 
Concessions made in favour of them by 
the Government. The share of small and 
marginal farmers, tenants, agricultural 
labourers and share Croppers in co-opera- 
tives as well as commercial bank lending 
is only about one-third at present, Bulk 
of the funds tend to flow to the more well- 
off peasantry because they can provide the 
necessary security and use the funds to 
the maximum advantage, which is pean 
when the evaluation of credit use is ee 
oriented.

While planning care has to be taken to 
assess correctly the cost of Operating equip- 
ment and the working capital. Cost 
estimates for furnishings and equipments 
do not normally include the operating 
equipment, provision must be made for 
it, in establishing the total cost estimates 
for the project. Operating equipment 
include such items as linen, china, glass- 
ware, silverware, utensils and uniforms. 
Since frequent replacement is needed, 
these itemis do not have the long useful 
life attributed to other furnishings and 
equipments normally charged to operating 
through depreciation. Their relatively 
short life is due not one to wear and tear 
but also to loss and pilferage. For the 
Purpose of accounting these items may be 
controlled through frequent inventories, 
If they are inventoried periodically from the 
Start, the operator obtains a more realistic 
figure for replacement costs.

AB nibaneewar not only achieved distinc- 
tion for its magnificent temples but also 
for the sacred tanks and pools associated 
with each of these monuments. It is 
Customary to excavate a well or a_ pool 
near the temple or a religious edifice for 
Occasional use of the devotees and observance 


The 
question of excavating bigger tanks may 
be different which may perhaps have 


been originated with extensive earth work 
at the time of Construction of larger edifices. 
The Puranas preserve Numerous legendary 
and traditional accounts on most of these 
Sacred tanks and Pools. Some of 
important tanks and pools are 
in this short article.

VINDUSAGAR 


Itisa big tank measuring some 1300'X700' 
with a varying depth of 10° to 15’ and 
located on North side of the Great 
Lingaraj temple, almost in the heart of the 
old town of Bhubaneswar, The

its sides Were arranged with flights

into the bed of the tank. On the north 
there is a ghat leading from a group of 
small temples there to the water. In 
the centre of the tank there is an island 
measuring 100’X60’‘ on which there is 
a small temple with a terrace in front. 
This island is protected by stone revetments 
on all directions. On the south-east corner, 


Opposite to the terrace there is a small 
Pavilion Supporting the reservoir of a 
fountain. Counterparts of this pavilion 
in an irregular fashion also occur at the 


south-west and north-west corners. On 
the occasion of bathing festival, an image 
of Visnu is brought to the temple. During 
the twenty-one day Chandan festival the 
deity is taken several rounds in country 
boats on its large sheet of water. The 
antiquity of the tank is further testified 


from a verse in the Vana Parva of the 
Mahabharata in which it is indicated that 
Yudhistira, during his pilgrimage, visited 


the place and bathed in its sacred water. 


The religious merit of the water is lauded 
in the highest terms in the Padma Purana, 
Bramhanda Purana, Siva Purana, Brahma 
Purana, Ekamra Purana, Kapila Samhita, 
etc. The Ekamra Chandrika gives the 
details of ceremonies to be observed in 
this tank including Sradha and Tarpana.

MARICHI KUNDA AND RAMA KUNDA 
(MUKTESVAR KUNDA) 


In the premises of the Muktesvar temple 
there are two tanks, one big and the 
other small. The bigger one is known as 
Rama Kunda and measures some 100'X25’, 
itis lined with stone revetment on three 
sides and a_ series of masonry steps on 
the fourth. The tank has little reputation 
‘for sanctity and rarely used by the devotees. 
The smaller one known as “Marichi Kunda” 
is located just to south of the Muktesvar 
temple. The water of this pool is supposed 
to remove sterility of a barren woman and 
its water sells at fancy prices durng the 
night preceding the Asokastami (Netrostab 
day) festival of Bhubaneswar usually held 
in the month of Chaitra (March-April). 


PAPANASINI TANK 
» The tank near the Somesvar temple 
is called “Papanasini” (the destroyer of 
sins). The Proxy of Lord Bhubaneswar 


is brought here every year on the occasion 


of the celebration of Prathamastami. 
This tank is enclosed with laterite blocks 
and is in comparatively good State of 
Preservation, 


KAPILESWAR TANK AND WELL 


_ In the Premises of the Kapileswar 
temple there are two Sources of water.The 
well closed to 


the shrine is stepped with 
Its water is used for 
Cooking Purposes.

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The water of the tank is purer and holier 
than that of the River Ganga and ofa 
hundred thousand sacred pools put together. 
According to the Ekamra Purana the 
great saint Kapila performed in this 
neighbourhood, a long protracted penance, 
which induced Siva to visit him in person 
and offer him blessings. The saint asked 
three boons (1) that Siva should assume 
the form of a lingam for adoration by the 
Saint. (2) that he should produce on the 
spot a sacred pool which should suffice to 
cleanse mankind from all sins and (3) 
that he should grant the remnant of his 
food to the saint. The boons were forto- 
with granted, the lingam which — Siva 
became for Kapila is the same which now 
exists in‘ the temple and the sacred pool 
is the tank by its side. With such a 
legendary background, it is not remarkable 
that the temple and the tank should enjoy 
the highest feputation for sanctity. 


KOTITIRTHESWAR TANK 


Behind temple of the Kotitirthesvar, 
there is a small pool of water paved with 
stones and having flight of steps on one 
side. It is traditionally believed that this 
is the repository of the waters of ten 
million sacred pools and Pilgrims bathe in it 
to wash off their long accumulated sins. 


In addition to the above, there are also 
sacred tanks and 


pools attached to the 
Brahmeswar, Chintamanisvar, Kukkutesvar, 
Megheswar, Sundaresvar, Sukhmesvar, 
Bhimesvar, Ramesvar, Gosagaresvar, 
Jambesvar temples of the place. They 
have attained their sanctity, along with 


the deities enshrined in them. Udayagiri 
and Khandagiri hills also Preserve a few 
more sacred rock cut pools which perhaps 
Originated along with excavation of the 
caves on the twin hills, They are known 
as (1) Lalitakunda, (2) Akasaganga, (3) 
Radhakunda, (4) Gupta Ganga and (5) 


Syamakunda and have their individual 
religious merit.

In these four districts 
the training of Medical Officers, Super- 
visors and Field Workers has been com- 
pleted and the staff are now working in 
aleas specially delineated as per the scheme.

It is thus clear from the preceding para- 
graphs that agriculture in Orissa even to- 
day is more or less a way of life for a very 
large percentage of the rural Population 
although a technological breakthrough has 
been brought about in farm sector in the 
Country. Isitthe fact that farmers in Orissa 
have not the willingness and spirit to 
develop ? The answer to this will defi- 
nitely be negative. Principal reasons 
Why Orissa has been left behind the 
developmental Process of agriculture 
are frequent devastating floods, failure of 
Monsoon which causes drought and 
Occurrence of cyclones which destroy 
the Standing ripen Crops. Dr. R. K, Hazari, 
the erstwhile Deputy Governor of Reserve 
Bank of India has tightly said, “Even if 
they had the Spirit that the Punjabis are

reputed to have, | doubt if they could have 
been able to stand up to this type of destruc- 
tion year after year for decades”. 


Therefore, it is the primary necessity 
that rivers causing floods should be tamed. 
The Rengali project on the river Brahmani 
should be completed immediately. Similar 

type of projects should be taken up on 
other rivers. The projects will not only 
Control flood, but will also provide irrigation. 
Since flood control projects require large 
amount of investment and it is a long-term 
Process, one other technique of dealing 
with the problem until such projects are 
completed, is the evolution of crops and 
Seeds which give their yields before and 
after normal flood seasons and_ having 
drought resisting character. Further, minor 
irrigation potentialities should be exploited 


to the maximum Capacity to overcome 
drought situation to the extent possible 
and to raise Rabi Crops during Rabi season. 


In fine, it can be said that Orissa can 
Cccupy an important place in agricultural 
Map of India if its available agricultural 
resources will be exploited Properly ina 
Planned and Scientific manner,
